Provident Trust Company of Onmha Nebraska quaEBes as an 
independent interim Trustee and Union Bank & Trust of Lincohi, Nebraska qualifies as 
art interim:' Receiver, which must be appointed by the Court sua sponte andlinstanten 
Pending completion of the fcrensic audil; reparation' and lestitution wiH be calculated and 
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sufaimtted to the Covit, fiicludmg federal taxes,, vddch liave: Beeii.evaded by the foimer 
fnterfm Trustee^ Bank One, N. A-., Trust Company of OldaliDma and Eonald J. SafiS. in 
criminal coflusbn with, all other Defendants, therefore a Private Bill is atteched hereto fijr 
immediate stibnasaioD.to Congress.
